2. Chapel, for prayer-meetings 


and Sundy School, seating 350; in- 
fant class-room, opening with slid- 
ing doors into Chapel, and seating 
200; five class-rooms also opening 
into the Chapel b_y sliding doors, 
holding from 20do '50 each. 


3. Ladies' parlors, accommodating 


200, 
divisible by blidiug doors into 


three separate rooms, each of which 
communicates directly 
with the 


Chapel, and is made suitable for 
adult Bible classes

4. Chinese 
Rooms, capable of 


holding 250, -nit i entrance separate 
and iemot-3 fiom other entrances, 
both ot church and chapel. 


5. Pastor's Study, Sunday School 


Library, kitchen, cloak-room, china 
elobets, water closets, together ivith 
all possible conveniences for social 
and public meetings. The whole 
enclosed in a shapely and attractive 
exterior, with tower and main en- 
trance on Washington street; and 
with side entrance to auditorium 
and galleiies and entrance to chapel 
on Thirteenth street. 


The cost is not to exceed SG^.OOO, 


exclusive of lurnishing. 
If satis- 


factory bids cannot be obtained 
within tlio above sum, the architect 
is to modify and reduce the draw- 
ings. 
Tho structure is to be of 


wood; fer two reasons: 1st, brick or 
stone would cost thirty per cent, 
more than wood; 2d, it may be 
iouud within fifteen or twenty years
